Book Selection in These Lean Years 
A Few Suggestions 
By HeEten E,. Haines 


HE economic breakdown of the 1930's has had far-reaching effect on 
[taney book selection. Unsparing retrenchment imposed upon libraries 
of every size and almost all types has struck at the basis—the books— 
upon which library service exists. In 1933 the book budgets of representative 
public libraries throughout the country showed an average reduction of 34.5 
per cent below those of 1932; and during the present year this average has 
undoubtedly been further reduced. Without an adequate book supply the 
library is drained of its vitality and rendered unable to meet a public demand 
that has nearly doubled since 1929. For under the shadow and stress of the 
Depression the great mass of the American public has turned for help, en- 
couragement, and solace to the public library. In books men and women all 
over the country are seeking to find a way out of their difficulties, or to under- 
stand the causes that have brought those difficulties, or to build up new re- 
sources of courage or adaptability with which to meet them, or simply to 
enjoy temporary forgetfulness of them. Ironically enough, library service 
enters its highest opportunities just as its power to fulfil them is diminished. 
Thus, reduced book budgets enforce upon every library some formulation 
of principles and methods that may mitigate the present problem of book 
selection. Of course, the problem cannot be solved during these lean years. 
Even when they pass, as they will, it must entail a slow and careful rebuilding 
of collections; but there are now possible modifications, adjustments, and 
expedients that may be of practical help in “carrying on” through the im- 
mediate crisis. 
In such a formulation of book selection practise to meet present conditions, 
the following principles seem to me of first importance : 
Maintain quality: Books of authority in knowledge, of creative vitality, and 
of excellence in literary expression should consistently be given preference.

Rigorous discrimination should be applied to sensational or over-fictionized 
biography, pseudo-science, religious obscurantism, the so-called ‘“‘metaphysi- 
cal” literature of occultism and vagary, untrustworthy and sensation-monger- 
ing narratives of travel and adventure, historical and informational “‘out- 
lines” and summaries without authority or distinction, superfluous and 
supererogatory anthologies, and fiction in the categories of mediocrity, 
brutality, and decadence. Sacrifices in volume cannot be avoided, but though 
the library’s collection shrinks in bulk it should not deteriorate in quality. 

Preserve proportionate values: Selection should respond, as far as possible, 
to leading trends of public interest. Books that deal with immediate social, 
political, and industrial problems and national and world affairs; those which 
with sound authority popularize and humanize knowledge; those which 
develop individual aptitudes and efficiencies, demand particular consideration. 
Fiction, however, should not be singled out as the special object of sweeping 
and drastic reductions. It is the class from which the greatest number of 
readers derive the greatest pleasure, and to cut it down far below the pro- 
portionate ratio that its public use justifies seems to me a policy opposed to 
the interest of both the reading public and the library. If mediocre, crude, 
and inferior fiction is, as far as practicable, eliminated from current selection 
and replacement, such winnowing will soon reduce both the bulk and the 
circulation of fiction in almost any library; but in the fiction collection as a 
whole variety should be carefully maintained, quality improved, and public 
demand recognized. 

Determine essentials and reduce non-essentials: Inthe present day of swift 
transition the new is more important than the old. Between the older standard 
work that has lost its significance and appeal to the reader of today and the 
new book (of less original importance) that offers vital present interest, that 
interprets immediate experience and reflects the spirit of the time in its own 
mode of expression, choice should turn to the new. Especially is this true in the 
fields of economics and sociology, but it holds good in the whole range of 
selection. Broad scope must be given to variant purpose and opinion: con- 
servative, liberal, radical, and revolutionary viewpoints should have balanced 
representation in any present-day selection. The movement toward the left 
in modern political, economic, and social thought is now finding expression 
in every field of literature, and should have recognition in selection of 
fiction just as in provision of economic, social, political, and historical mate- 
rial. Pass over books of indeterminate appeal, and those that are merely 
echoes of other writers. Eliminate from replacement titles that have outlived 
their usefulness or that are of inherent mediocrity; too many libraries still 
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automatically replace certain authors and titles that have long been popular 
and that are still read, but that might well be dropped in favor of newer books 
—this is particularly true of secondary fiction, where new titles of kindred 
appeal help to keep small branch collections from being “read out.” Frequent 
revision of “minimum essentials” lists is desirable, to make more possible 
this inflow of newer titles. 

If these principles are to be effectively applied there must be closer weigh- 
ing of comparative values. Popular appeal is always an important factor in 
selection, but if quality is to be maintained under reduced book funds it must 
be given less weight than it has heretofore received. Arthur Bryant’s life of 
Pepys, for example, may immediately attract fewer readers than H. C. Bain- 
bridge’s autobiographic medley, with its mystic title, Twice seven, or the 
warmed-over gossip of Lady Asquith. But its definitive character, its perma- 
nent value and high literary quality, and the continuing importance of Pepys 
in English literature, should make it the indispensable choice among the three. 
James Joyce’s Ulysses, in the authorized American edition, as a work of 
literary genius and a landmark in the development of modern fiction, should 
be available to adult readers in any representative collection—but this does 
not mean that in selection of current fiction the library should accept the 
brutal crudities of The postman always rings twice, or the strident immaturi- 
ties of The unpossessed. And in any consideration of book values it must be 
remembered that there is no magic formula by which prompt and certain dis- 
tinction may be made between a good book and a poor one. All the principles 
and tests and suggestions that can be formulated may be applied with an 
insensitivity that renders them useless or a wavering uncertainty that nullifies 
them. 

As regards methods by which book supply may be augmented and book 
funds stretched to their utmost elasticity, I would make two general sug- 
gestions: 

Develop salvage: Utilize every kind of available printed material—just 
as “salvage’’ was developed as a contribution to our resources during the 
World War. Pamphlets, clippings, political exordiums, publicity disseminated 
by institutions and organizations, and similar ephemera, should be systemati- 
cally assembled and prepared to give service to readers. Indication of such 
material is given in the Book ist, but every library can organize and develop 
local resources in building up its own supply. Acceptable novels that appear 
complete in single issues of certain magazines (such as the Red Book), may 
be taken out of back numbers at ten cents apiece, bound as pamphlets, and 
used to extend the supply of popular fiction. By continued stimulation of 
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public cooperation a steady flow of gifts should be assured, from which a 
residuum of worth-while titles may be acquired at low overhead cost. In 
special and technical subjects—as chemistry, accounting, music—effort should 
be made to enlist local organizations in building up modestly subsidized 
collections maintained and made available to them by the library. 

Apply practical expedients: It is good economy to buy certain kinds of 
fiction—especially “westerns” and detective-and-mystery novels—only as 
they appear in copyright reprint, except for a sprinkling of books of unusual 
quality (such as Dorothy Sayers’s Nine tailors). In general selection, low- 
priced reprint editions should be used whenever practicable, while judicious 
secondhand buying and a watchful eye for bookstore clearances and special 
sales will bring in many desirable books at low cost. This means, of course, 
less prompt supply of new books, but makes it possible to maintain greater 
volume and variety in the collection as a whole. Some libraries that are 
reluctant to cut down too heavily on fiction with wide mass-appeal have 
evolved the ingenious plan of buying only alternate titles by prolific stand- 
ardized authors—Temple Bailey, Mulford, Zane Grey, and their congeners— 
and find that thus their public is hardly aware of curtailment. For the prob- 
lem offered by an expensive book of definite informational importance, there 
may be a makeshift, but practical, solution in the purchase of a single refer- 
ence copy, made available for carefully controlled and limited home use to 
meet special needs. 

Extension of the pay duplicate collection—heretofore used almost entirely 
to help meet the demand for new fiction—into what is virtually a rental sys- 
tem for fiction and non-fiction is an expedient for adjusting supply to demand 
that justifies wide experimentation. Libraries that have adopted it find that 
it apparently meets with public approval—probably the rapid growth of 
commercial rental libraries (with higher charges than prevail for public 
library “pay copies”) has helped to establish it as an acceptable public library 
service. Older fiction may be included in a rental collection, as well as new 
titles, and in larger libraries when intensively developed its earnings may make 
the fiction collection as a whole almost self-supporting. It also permits the 
immediate buying of new books. In non-fiction, pay copies. help to meet the 
“extra” demand for books of wide popularity (Red medicine, 100,000,000 
guinea pigs, The arches of the years, are examples), but while they defray 
part of their cost they do not “earn their keep” and return a profit, as does 
pay fiction. It is probable, however, that experimentation with the rental 
method will develop a more closely integrated system, including popular maga- 
zines as well as books, the returns from which should furnish a revolving 
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fund for its own maintenance and considerably lighten the library’s expendi- 
ture for current publications. But no matter how extensively a rental system 
within the public library may be developed, all titles included in it should 
be also available in free copies; and it should be kept to its essential purpose 
of making it possible for the library to bring more good reading to more 
readers at less cost.

Finally, there is even danger to human life in an error made on page 77, where 
Veratrum viride is confused with Phytolacca decandra, with the remark that ‘‘the 
roots are supposed to be poisonous, but I understand that the young shoots are some- 
times eaten as greens.” Actually, there are on record a number of cases of fatal 
poisoning of people by shoots of Veratrum, mistaken for edible greens, and it is in- 
cluded among the 30 most poisonous plants of the United States by Chesnut (U. S. 
D. A. Farmers’ Bulletin 86) 


Buyers of this book should correct their copies at once. Other inaccuracies 
are pointed out in the review but no other serious ones. In spite of them, 
the book is a useful and attractive identification aid. It has excellent photo- 
graphs of wildflowers, and many valuable notes on wildflower cultivation. 

The book appears in “Books for plant study,” a list published by the Wild 
Flower Preservation Society, 3740 Oliver Street, Washington, D. C. (ten 
cents) and compiled by Alice C. Atwood of the Library of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. If librarians have missed seeing this circular, 
they may want to have it. It is conveniently arranged under such headings 
as ferns, mosses and lichens, grasses, and orchids.

It develops that the person guilty of propagating the 
false rumor is the old maiden aunt herself. 


CHEVALLIER, GABRIEL. Clarisse Vernon.

The beautiful Clarisse Vernon, distraught by her 
unhappy married life, murders her first husband but 
is acquitted by a jury because of lack of evidence. 
A civil engineer, who relates this tale in the first 
part of the book, later meets Clarisse, becomes in- 
fatuated with her, and is, in his turn, murdered 
by the fair lady. 


Couperc, Rocer. Justine. Paris, Nouvelle 
revue francaise, 1933.

This refreshing volume relates the various steps 
of the love affair of René Deslauriers and Mme du 
Torrié, marked by dramatic incidents which con- 
trast sharply with the delightful background of 
Cahors. At the end René leaves his mistress for the 
colonies where death overtakes him.

The daughter of an Indian prince, having been 
sent to France to be educated, returns to her native 
land with a sufficient stock of western ideas to win” 
the ill will of most of her relatives. She is saved 
from death in the arena by a young English officer 
who later succeeds in getting the maharajah’s per- 
mission to marry her.

A treatment of wedlock subjected to the strain 
resulting from difference in religious belief.
